Two sharp earthquake

previously damaged buildings. 
The new tremors at 12:05 a. rn. 
(PDT) and 1:02 a. rn., 
were

California, 
including the Los Angeles 
area, 
but were 
strongest 
in 
Bakers­ 
field. 
A number

evacuated from the county hospi­ 
tal here. One six-room house was 
badly damaged when a gas line 
to a water heater was broken by 
the tremor.

Bakersfield, brought the 
evacua­

from one wing of the Kern coun­ 
ty general hospital. More than IOO 
patients had been removed from 
this wing after the July 21 quake. 
Officials said the action today was 
taken as a precautionary measure 
and there was 
no 
evidence 
of 
further damage to the wing. Pati­ 
ents in another four-story section 
of the hospital were not moved. 
Those taken out of the institu­

Flat Rock Sky Watchers 
Active In Civil Defense 


The most positive step toward 
an active civil defense program in 
Delta county is being made by 
a 
group of volunteer aircraft spot­ 
ters who 
have 
built 
and 
now 
maintain a ground observer post 
in Flat Rock. 
In the observation towel 
they 
constructed on the root ot a gar­ 
age, the 34 spotters, all residents 
O' the Flat Rock community, are 
keeping a 
24-hour 
lookout 
for 
aircraft flying through the area. 
All flying planes they 
spot, 
except single-motor craft, are re­ 
ported to the Green 
Bay 
tilter 
station, the sponsoring office 
for 
ground observer posts in the Up­ 
per Peninsula. 
The spotters moved into their 
new tower about a week ago atter 
using the 
conservation 
depart­ 
ment fire tower for some 
time. 
The observation room is equipped 
with a telephone that brings them 
in contact with the 
Green 
Bay 
alation in a 
few 
seconds, 
with 
plane identification charts, a com­ 
pass may and everything needed 
for speedy plane spotting and re­ 
porting. 
Organized In 1950 
Under 
post 
supervisor 
Fred 
Marenger, tjie Flat Rock ground 
observers’ unit has been operating 
since October, 1950. Before set­ 
ting up their present tower which 
exactly answers their needs, they 
had to carry out their tests 
and 
alerts from the ground, the root of 
the Fred Marenger garage where 
the tower is now, and from the 
conservation 
department’s 
fire 
tower in Flat Rock. 
Their first test was a two-day 
alert in February, 1951. 
When the Green Bay tilter sta­ 
lin 
calls an alert, the post must 
be maintained 24-hours a day on 
as many days as the alert is call­ 
ed for. 
In the 
present 
alert, 
which 
started July 14, all members take 
a two-hour watch when and as 
often as they can. 
What they report to the 
tilter 
station are multi-e gine 
planes, 
single-engine 
.jet 
aircraft 
and 
formations of any planes. 
The Flat Rock unit is the only 
known formally organized ground 
observers’ group in this area. 
Their tower, which is IOO 
feet 
above the elevation of Escanaba, 
was built after the fire tower they 
were using was decided to be too 
Inulty for good aircraft observing. 
A rumbling noise set up in the 


tower by wind blowing through 
the 
steel-beam 
structure 
made 
plane detection difficult, accord­ 
ing to supervisor Marenger. 


Group Finances Tower 
‘‘In locating a plane, a spotter 
depends on the engine sound to 
give him the compass direction of 
the craft,” he said. 
Not only do the volunteei ob­ 
servers give their time and ser­ 
vices without pay, but they also 
donated all the 
materials 
that

tower and paid all building costs 
out ol their own pocket.

Eva Peron, Fascist Lady, W as 
Power Behind Husband's Rule 


*|>HE death of Eva Peron, wife of the A r­ 
gentine dictator, is certain to have a 
deep effect upon Argentina because Mrs. 
Peron 
was 
the power behind her hus­ 
band’s iron-clad and fascist rule of the 
country. 


Mrs. 
Peron 
possessed tremendous be- 
hind-the-sccnes influence 
in 
Argentina. 
Many people said that she was the actual 
ruler of her country. 
As the unofficial 
head of the General Labor Confederation, 
Mrs. Peron developed an economic and po­ 
litical power of great magnitude. The so­ 
cial agencies that she headed were financ­ 
ed through unofficial but nonetheless pain­ 
ful assessments of Argentine business and 
Industry, backed by the inescapable fact 
that failure to kick in to these demands 
would have resulted in dire reprisals. 
Eva Peron has been referred to as the 
Cinderella of Argentina because she rose 
from the ranks of the commoners and be­ 
came the leading lady of her country. Ac­ 
tually, Mrs. Peron’s life story is a story of 
rising fascism, of class against class, a story 
of ruthless dictatorship. From that view­ 
point, it is a most unhappy story. 
All of us must necessarily feel a sense of

Wilhout fully subscribing to the flying 
saucer theory, the phenomenon does give 
rise to the hope that the exploring craft 
from other planets (if such be the case) 
continue their maneuvers. 
They 
might 
make a few sorties over Moscow as well, 
and perhaps dip their wings (if any) above 
other capitals of other nations of the world. 
This would establish a common ground 
for world-wide debate in the United Na­ 
tions, without fear of a veto from Russia. 
The statesmen, diplomats, politicians and 
military leaders could gather for discus­ 
sions concerning the problem of a common 
enemy. 
The 
prospect 
is 
pleasant rather than 
alarming. Earth man, forever on the brink 
of self-destruction, might become truly of 
one family, regardless of race, or creed, or 
color. 
Should all of this sound too fantastic, 
there is the alternative of the practical 
mind. Refuse to say “flying saucer,” send 
up jet fighters to try and catch something 
that you refuse to name, and describe the 
whole procedure as “unusual.”

(Milwaukee Journal) 
The leaders of both major political par­ 
ties have endorsed the Great Lakes - St. 
Lawrence seaway.

WASHINGTON — While the politicians 
have been watching the none-too-mysteri- 
ous comentions, some other people, in­ 
cluding the Air Force, have been w atch­ 
ing a mysterious rash of flying saucers. 
Furthermore, the Air Force, long skep­ 
tical about flying saucers has now made 
some official and important admissions. 
Admission No. I is that they have now 
detected something that looks like flying 
saucers on radar at the same time that 
people have claimed they saw flying sauc­ 
ers. In other words flying saucers are not 
just cloud freaks or hallucinations. If so 
they could not be detected on 
a 
radar 
screen. 
Admission No. 2 is that flying saucers 
could possibly be space ships from another 
planet. 
The reason for this admission 'is 
that it will soon be possible for us to build 
a space ship to visit the moon if we are 
willing to spend the money for research 
and construction. 
Our current research into atomic power 
anc! supersonic speeds already has pro­ 
gressed so far that it is definitely known 
such a ship can be built, but the big ex­ 
pense would come from creating atmos­ 
phere inside the ship to support human life 
while traveling from one planet to the 
other. 
Therefore if we are this close to inter­ 
planetary travel, Air Force officers admit 
that a more advanced civilization could be 
keeping this planet 
under 
surveillance 
through flying saucers. 
CAREFUL WATCH KEPT 
Admission No. 3— It has not been an­ 
nounced, but scientific observation posts 
have been set up in New Mexico, where 
we are testing guided missiles, 
to track 
flying saucers also. A number of flying 
saucers have been seen in the Southwest, 
and since trained specialists are already 
on the job in that area with the latest sci­ 
entific gadgets, the Air Force has ordered 
them to watch for flying saucers and track 
them scientifically. 
In addition, the Air Force has instruct­ 
ed its 24-hour air observers to watch not 
only for enemj' planes but flying saucers. 
Furthermore it has set up special cameras 
on its 
radar scheens to qeep a pictorial 
record 
of flying saucers 
or any 
other 
strange objects flitting across the screens. 
Finally Wright Field, at Dayton, O., the 
center of all Air Force research, has been 
instructed to chart all flying saucer pat­ 
terns, find out w hether their light behav­ 
ior is similar, and what 
characteristics 
they seem to have in common. 
This was started only two months ago 
and no similar patterns have yet been re­ 
ported, except for the peculiar fact that 
more flying saucers have been observed 
around U. S. atomic centers and around 
Wright Field than 
anyplace else. 
This 
could be because observers from another 
planet were interested in our atomic and 
air development, though the 
Air 
Force 
thinks it’s more likely to be because 
the 
population around these bases is more sen­ 
sitive to something strange in the skies. 
However, while Air Force official are 
taking every precaution to solve the mys­ 
tery the yalso w arn that the first flying 
saucer was seen by the Prophet Ezekiel 
who reported seeing a flying wheel in the 
heavens. 
The Air Force has tracked down thou­ 
sands of fantastic reports from 
that 
of 
George Koehler of Denver, who reported 
blond 
beardless 
th lee-foot 
men 
from 
Venus, to the movies taken by Nick Mari­ 
ana of Great Falls, Mont. 
The beardless 
men turned out to be a hoax, 
and 
the 
movies turned out to be pictures of two 
high-flying jet fighters. 
So, while the Air Force is doing every­ 
thing possible to solve the mystery, it stili 
has its collective fingers crossed. 
STEEL NEGOTIATION

If a man falls ill of bubonic plague in 
India, it is just as important that he and 
his germs be not carried by airplane to 
New York as it is to prevent the spread 
of the disease in his native village. 
A woman with diabetes in Egypt needs 
the same care and the same medicine as 
someone with diabetes in Los Angeles. A 
child stricken with pneumonia in Mexico 
should have th* 
same prompt diagnosis 
and the same penicillin or other drugs that 
are available to anothei child similarly at­ 
tacked in Chicago. 
Practically no one would deny Hie de­ 
sirability of making expert medical care 
available everywhere in the world, and in 
making it possible for anyone who falls ill 
to receive w hatew r drugs or other treat­ 
ment he most needs. 
All this is an ideal aud cannot bt achiev­ 
ed overnight, but in the field of health, in­ 
ternational coopeiution has already been 
impressive. One o! the organizations w ork­ 
in g 
iii this field is the World Health O r­ 
ganization which has as its objective “the 
attainment by all peoples of the highest 
p o s s i b le level of health.” 
It m not possible in the brief form of a 
column to cover the activities and func­ 
tions of the international grout) of devot­ 
ed workers, but they include watching and

eases, the setting up of international stan­ 
dards for drugs, vaccines and food prod­ 
ucts, and the improvement of nutrition 
and environmental hygiene. 
This organization is closely tied to the 
United Nations and is supported by the 
vast majority of the members of that or­ 
ganization. 
Another group which aims to improve 
the health of the world is the World Med­ 
ical Association, which is a private organ­ 
ization composed of the medical societies 
of a large number ol nations. This second 
group is primarily interested in the stan­ 
dards of medical practice. 
YOU BENEFIT DIRECTLY 
The World Medical Association already 
has had several meetings supported, 
in 
large part, by financial contributions from 
individual physicians and ding manufac­ 
turers iii the United States. Its next meet­ 
ing will br* in October in Athens, Greece, 
and another will be held in London in the 
summer of 1953, to be devoted to medical 
education. 
Perhaps readers of this column will not 
think that these developments have any 
meaning for them, 
but in the long run, 
their chances of avoiding many diseases 
and receiving the benefits of new discov­ 
eries all over the world are greatly in­ 
creased by cooperation of this kind.

This was again demonstrated Sunday 
afternoon at the Rapid River community 
history picnic and homecoming, held in co­ 
operation with the Delta County Historical 
Society. 
The homecoming attracted former res­ 
idents and relatives of Rapid River folks 
from

and

states. At times sentiment was warmed 
as old friends greeted each other again 
after the passage of many years. 
The story of a community is important 
as it relates to the larger history of the 
area — but the personal relationship of 
people to each other and to the “old home 
town” strikes a responsive chord in every 
heart.

TIME AND THE PLACE— Man’s history 
goes back just as far as you wish to take it. 
You can start with the first settler, or the 
Indians—or go back to 
the 
geological 
formation of the country where man found 
a home. 
The Rapid River story usually is dated 
back to the 1830’s and the founding of 
Old Masonville, located on the Whitefish 
River a few miles from Little Bay de 
Nor. 
Here as early as 1845 the U. S. govern­ 
ment surveyors noted a mill and a dam on 
the river, with a pond above the dam. Re­ 
mains of the old dam and the ruins of 
building foundations may still be observed 
there. The site today is otherwise deserted.

LAND OF PIONEERS — Frank Bender 
Jr., Soo Hill, a director and past president 
of the Delta County Historical Society, de­ 
scribed the purpose of assembling and pre­ 
serving historical material. 
This also was a land of pioneers, he said, 
for the early settlers who came to North­ 
ern Michigan fought to make homes for 
themselves in a wilderness as difficult to 
tame as the Western plains. 
But in this Northern Michigan country 
the people have taken their history in 
stride, perhaps not realizing the excite­ 
ment and adventure of an earlier day— 
if the story were preserved and told. 
This 
is 
one of the reasons the Delta 
Countv 
Historical 
Society 
has 
sought, 
through community history programs, to 
assemble and preserve the history of the 
area before it is forgotten. And sometime 
—perhaps within the next decade—it may 
be possible to present in one printed vol­ 
ume of accurate history of the settlement 
and growth of Delta county.

Parents Deserve Happiness In 
Their Declining; Years 
By Elizabeth B. Hurlock. Ph.D. 
When parents are coming to the 
end of their lives, their happiness 
should be their 
children’s 
first 
consideration. This may mean sac­ 
rifices for their children but the 
sacrifices are usually far less than 
the parents made for them. That 
is the way this 
young 
woman 
should look at the problem she 
writes about: 
(Q) “My parents are getting 
along in years. Dad has a small 
pension but it is not enough to 
keep them in their 
home. 
My 
two brothers and I are all mar­ 
ried with families of our own. 
H e feel that we have enough to 
do to keep our own families and 
can't help our parents. We think 
they should sell the house and 
live in quarters they can afford 
but they want to stay in their 
own home. What do you advise 
us to do?” 
(A) You and 
your 
brothers 
should make it possible for your 
parents to stay in their own home 
until their health is such that they 
cannot live there alone. After all 
they have done for you and your 
brothers, the least you can do is 
to try to make their old 
age 
as 
happy as possible. 
There are certain things you 
and your brothers can 
do 
that 
will help your parents but will not 
be too great a financial burden to 
you. If their home is large enough 
to accommodate one or two room­ 
ers, perhaps you could locate a 
congenial elderly 
person 
or 
a 
young business man 
or 
woman 
who could live in 
their 
spare 
rooms. If they granted their room­ 
ers kitchen privileges, or if your 
mother were willing to prepare 
one or two meals a day for them 
that would bring in a tidy sum 
for them. 
You and your brothers, if you 
have young children, could have 
your parents stay in your homes 
occasionally while you went out 
or went away for a short vacation. 
Instead of paying someone else to 
baby-sit, you could give the mon­ 
ey to your parents. 
Another source of income for 
them would be if you could get 
some mending, cookie 
or 
cake 
making jobs for your mother. Most 
women of her generation are skill­ 
ed in domestic arts and there is a 
great demand for such things to­ 
day. This would be 
work 
she 
would enjoy and it would not ov­ 
ertax her strength. It would give 
her the feeling of independence 
that always pleases an elderly per­ 
son.

Thomas E. Piper, director of ma­ 
terials and process engineering of 
Northrop Aircraft, Inc., said glass 
plastic laminate is under consider­ 
ation for future planes. 
The m a­ 
terial would be m ade by embed­ 
ding glass fibers in plastic resin, 
which is molded into shape. 
“The airplane of the future could 
have glass wings, glass ailerons, 
glass stabilizers and an all-glass 
fsselage,” Piper said in a company- 
released statem ent. 
“ It would be 
fastened with glass rivets and sup­ 
ported by titanium and stainless- 
steel light weight structural m em ­ 
bers. 
Its powerplant would thrust 
it through the air at better than 
2000 miles an hour. 
It would oper­ 
ate on a fuel with a lower vapor 
pressure than any now' in use to­ 
day and its engines likely would be 
lubricated by a dry, heat-resisting 
powder.” 
Piper said British manufacturers 
already have fabricated a set of 
plastic wings which will be flight- 
tested in a few months.
